6. Claims 1, 2 & 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DE 100 16 
633. Figs. 1-3 show a transmission shaft comprising every limitation of the claims. 

7. Claims 1 , 2 & 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by FR 
507,937. Figs. 1-3 show a transmission shaft comprising every limitation of the claims. 

8. Claims 1 & 3-6 arc rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by EP 0 986 
989. Figs. 1-5 show a transmission shaft comprising every limitation of the claims. 

9. Claims 1 & 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by GB 266,750. 
Figs. 1-5 show a transmission shaft comprising every limitation of the claims. 

10. Claims 1 & 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by WO 
03/022162. Figs. 1-12 show a transmission shaft comprising every limitation of the claims. 
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1 1 . Claims 1 , 2 & 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Zublin, US 
2,5 15,366. Fig. 1 shows a transmission shaft comprising every limitation of the claims. 

12. Claims 1, 2, 7 & 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Schmidt, 
US 3,203,285. Figs. 1- show a flexible transmission shaft for transmitting a torque from a drive 
source to a driven load, the flexible transmission shaft comprising a pipe-shaped shaft 11, which 
has one or more slits extending in a circumferential direction of the shaft, each of the slits having 
two opposed surfaces isolated fi-om each other by the slit, a plurality of protrusions 18 protruding 
from one of the opposed surfaces, and a plurality of recessions 19 formed in the other one of the 
opposed surfaces to receive and support the protrusions therein. The flexible transmission shaft 
has one end 17 in which a first groove 24 is formed to receive a torque fi-om a wrench drive 
source and other end 12 in which a second groove is formed to offer the torque to a nut or a bolt 
(see col. 1, line 18).
